•THE ASSASSIN. 


This report, it will be soon, is by tho 


surgeons who were in charge of the case, 
and is very full and quite comprehensive.

Here, tho doctors again declare, tho ball 
was completely encysted. The track Of 
tho ball between the point at which it 
had fractured the rib and the point where 
it had entered the vertebra was consider- 
ably dilated, and pus from it burrowed 
downward 
through

sne behind the right kiiuloy, 
ami 


tlieneo found

peritoneum and tho right iliao fossn, 
making a channel which extended almost 
to the groin. The doctors again declare 
that the immediate cause of death wns 
secondary hemorrhage, which proceeded 
from u rent nearly four-tenths of an inch 
long in tho main trunk of tho splenic 
artery. Tho doctors declare that this 
rent must have boon made neveral clays 
bofjro the death of the patient. The 
physicians also describe the condition of 
the vital organs, which wore more or loss 
diseased. Tliis last official statement of 
President Qartteld's physicians further 
proven how false were the official bnllo- 
tins, and how completely the physicians 
wore at fault as to the location of the 
ball anil tho direction which it took after 
entering.

Immediately ru- 
mor prevailed that the prisoners had ob- 
tained pistols, had killed tho Sheriff and 
jailor, and were making their escape. 
Tho fact was a prisoner named Charles 
Pierce, a horse thief had murdered Teddy 
Franks the county jailor. Franks, while 
changing tho prisoner, Pierce alias FIow- 
lett, from one cell to another, was mur- 
dered in cold blood by Pierce, who seiz- 
ed tho jailer's revolver from I'Vauks' hip 
pocket, shooting him throe times oiid 
killing -him instantly. The third shot, a 
large ball, went clear through tho body, 


Within a tow minutes uftor this tragedy 


had ocoured, a large number of people 
had gathered in front of the North door 
of the jail within which tho body of Ted- 
dy {.Pranks was lying stark in death. 
Walking among the poopln, you could 
hoar men say: "This is too bad! This 
ooines from the failure of our courts to 
punish crime. Ho ought to bo hung." 


''Don't stir up a mob!" a law-and-order 


man would say. "Let the law take its 
course.' 
"The law be dammed," was the reply. 


"There is no law against rmmlor and oth- 
er crime in McLean county. Ho ought 
to bo hanged. 


Then some one cried: "Let 
us take 
him out!" 


Cheers followed this, and other voices 
cried: "Take him out!" 


After an hour's excitement, a rush was 
made, and tho work of breaking into the 
jail was commenced. 


For two hours the mob worked at tho 


jnil with six sledge-hammers aud batter- 
ing-rams made of groat pieces of timber. 


Sheriff Alor and his deputies and the 


city police soon ascertained that they 
could do nothing to restrain the reckless 
men and boys who composed tlio assault- 
ing crowd. Fully 0,000 persona were in 
the howling, yelling multitude. Tho 
olliuors did what they could to delay tho 
mob's progress, 


Several prominent citizens, including 


Senator Fifer and others, attempted to 
got tho ear of the excited meu wlio wore 
battering tho jail wall down, but in vain. 
At lust tho mob gained admittance to the 
jail, secured tho murderer ot Franks, 
took him to a tree on Market street, near 
tho northeast corner of Center and Mar- 
ket, put a rope around his neck, threw 
one end across a branch aud pulled tho 
culprit up. 


One of.the mob climbed npjtho tree and 
out upon the branch to which tho mur- 
derer was hanging, and amid the cheers 
of tlio delighted people, pulloil the 
hanging body up ;threo or four feet and 
let it drop. 


"Pull liim up higher!" tho crowd would 


cry. Tho mau on the branch would com- 
ply with the request and let tlie body 
drop with a dull thud, while tbe savage 
crowd would choor and laugh. 


The knot had slipped behind tuo head 


of tho corpse, aud tuo head was thrown 
forward. Tho eyes stared aud tho pale 
face turned from side to side, a spectacle 
which tho maddened crowd seemed to 
enjoy. It cheered and yelled, and shout- 
ed: "There's law for you!" "Damn tho 
courts!" was cried here and tuoro. 


At last the man on tho branch caught 


tho rope, slipped down it, throw his legs 
around tho nock of the corps, and jump- 
ed to tho ground. Tho crowd seemed to 
bo delighted by this foat. 


There were a groat many women in 


this vast crowd, who plodded with the 
rest through the muddy streets and join- 
ed in the cheering, and occasionally 
handkerchiefs in women's lumds would 
flutter above tho heads of the mob. 


When tho murderer was raised the 


first time Oflicer Bailey, of tlio police 
force, imperiled b'.s life by running in, 
cutting tho rope, and lotting Pierce fall 
to the ground, In attempting to repeat 
it ho on me near being killed, A large 
number of people climbed on top of a 
shed to witness tho execution, when the 
building went crashing to the ground. 
Strangely, nouo were seriously hurt. 
After thirty minutes the murderer was 
cut down, aud tho coroner took charge of 
the body.

Doctors ami Their Latin. 


There are those who think that tho 


long illness of the President, whether it 
result fatally—which God forbid!—or 
in his complete recovery, will probably 
effect one highly desirable innovation— 
the doctors will learn to write English. 
The public demand for frequent tidings 
from tho, bodsido of tho illustrious 
patient has already developed at least 
a desire for-this reform. 
Hitherto the 
doctors seem to have regarded it as 
tolerably certain that nil men' 'are 
bound to sicken and die, and that, since 
their late is irrevocable, they might as 
well dio of prescriptions written in bad. 
Latin as of orders for medicine written 
in fair English, the former having the 
decided advantage of being only intelli- 
gible to tho physician and to his coad- 
jutor, tho drug clerk; and thus the pa- 
tient doesn't know what M dies of, and 
his surviving relatives also remain in 
blissful ignorance in that regard. It is 
convenient for a doctor whoso diag- 
noses may be hurried or incorrect, to 
take rcfneo in words of learned length 
and terrible sound, and the same style 
of language -is nseftil'in describing dis- 
ease, to tho ordinary layman. 
In'other cases: it may be still more 


useful to conceal the simple nature of 
tho remedies prescribed. Plain soap 


' and sugar may be .Latinized into some- 


thing terriblo to the patient, who con- 
sults old Volus about getting rid of a 
boil. And tho man with a uold—how 
much more respect ho will have for 
his ailment if cured with stir, simplex 
from the drug store at "a dime a 
spoonful, than if his wife gave him a 
tablospoonful of the plain sirup that 
came in a jug from the grocery store. 
How much grander sounds syr. r/iei 
aroma than spiced rhubarb. 
Goosc- 
grcaso even may be Latinized until 
worth a dollar or more as an onguent or 
ointment. Aq.' rose sounds better than 
ros* water, nnActq. is a 'more learned 
expression than hydrant water. The 
man who gets a prescription containing 
chiefly spir. frumenti and takes it, is on 
better terms with himself and his ail- 
ment, fancied or veal, than if he had 
been told to go to a saloon nnd get a 
"pony of whisky." And the child with 
a cold—what intense respect has its 
mother for tho physician who writes a 
learned prescription in a language un- 
known to her, instead of plainly re- 
marking, "simp of squills, bloodroot 
and paregoric in equal parts; n tea- 
spoonful three times a day;shake tho 
bottle." Such is the reverence for pre- 
scriptions written in Latin that a Hiber- 
nian patient once atfrmed he "felt bet- 
ter after robbing his rheumatism with 
that paper." The only part of tho or- 
d_er ho was able to read was the direc- 
tion, in English, "rub well;1' so he 
wore the paper out rubbing the affected 
part. There is still another advantage 
in tho use of Latin; its pronunciation 
affords a subject of debate—when, they 
have no subject to hack with knives— 
among tho medical students, and some 
range themselves on the side of Prof. 
Draper in saying duodenum, while oth- 
ers agree with Webster iu the lay and 


rly accepted pronunciation. 


j seriously, this Latinizing of nre- 
scriptions—in very bad Latin, as a rule 
—is a traditional custom that must soon 
givo way before the onward march of 
popular 
intelligence 
and 
common 
sense. President Garfield's physicians 
undertook at first to follow this old 
custom, and to entertain the public 
with bulletins intelligible only to pro- 
fessional men; but they soon found that 
such language would not do in this 
casbi So deep was tho popular interest 
in the welfare of tho President-that 
tho fullest information, conveyed in 
the simplest language, was insisted 
upon. It is creditable to tho distin- 
guished surgeons in charge of the pa- 
tient that they yielded, Tind tho official 
Siblications that como from tho White 


ouso are now written in English such 
as ordinary readers can fully compro- 
Probably the proscriptions are still writ- 
tea in Latin, but it is one step in the 
direction of reform that the descriptions 
of tho patient's symptoms and condi- 
tions are intelligible. 


The reform will extend until we shall 
have diagnoses in English, and medical 
works will be written wholly in tho 
same tongue. Then people will be less 
mystified about the ills the flesh is heir 
to. and having ascertained what nils 
them, may, in illness of not a serious 
character, venture to prescribe their 
own remedies. Tho gentlemen whose 
lifo-work is one of beneficence to the 
race will not long stanH in the way of 
these reforms. They cannot afford to. 
—St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

And yet this aged 
and battered man, hailing from no- 
where, and utterly destitute, so far as 
known, of any of those qualities which 
aro popularly supposed to recommend 
men to that mysterious organism, the 
female mind—this man walks off with 
eleven wives. It is intimated that there 
are more than eleven in his case, but 
for practical purposes it is not necessa- 
ry to push inquiries in that direction. 
A man who is convicted of having been 
married eleven times, without waiting 
for death or the. divorce courts to dis- 
embarrass him of any one of tho first 
married, may be admitted to have ex- 
hausted his privilegoa. Just as a man 
with a million of money is rich, and the 
*—"•- ; of his millions docs not make 


intending to prejudice the 
cave of! the defendant, who says that 
he tornot Marvin, it must be said that 
the,"renl offender in tho case is a man 
OftaUfoito resources and gifted with a 
remarkable and unusual knowledge of 
tn» female heart. Marvin, it appears, 
has married, eleven wives without 
wasting any tlrao in courtship. Tho 
popoiar idea of matrimony Is that this 
Messed state is approached only by 
tediooa processes. These involve "pay- 
ing attention." or, as it is called in tho 
rural districts, "keeping company 
with," and then love-making, and, att- 
er nroch circumlocution, an engage 
meat. With'all of these preparatory 
steps'Marvin boldly dispensed. In his 
case there were no inquiries into his 
antecedents, his bank account, or his 
prospects. 
Younger men could not 


thus have imposed upon suspicious 
spinsters and worldly-wise parents. 
Marvin was middle-aged, to say tho 
least, and so solid and reputable in ap- 
pearance that tho very sight of him 
inspired confidence. 
Other and shal- 
lower men have essayed to carry 
woman's heart by one bold dash. Mar- 
vin walked into tho fortress in the 
guise of an eminently respectable gen- 
tleman with a substantial bank ac- 
count. 


While the tactics of this experienced 
marrying man are apparent, it is not 
£iute cleav why ho should have married 


so many women. It is not reasonable 
to suppose that he married for the mere 
fun o£ marrying.

.accounted for on the theory that he had 
an. insane passion.for tho hymeneal tie, 
just as soino men have a mania for col- 
lecting bric-a-brac, violins, or old china. 
Marvin married, apparently, out of 
pure wantonness. Ho would start on n 
wedding journey with two wives, each 
boing wholly ignorant, of .course, of tho 
other's existence, and then, leaving ono 
of them in a restaurant •• to be called 
lor" and the other at a hotel, would 
dash off on an express train, or a flying 
street-car, and marry another, as if by 
way of " a flyer," ns the worldly-mind- 
ed say. This, certainly, bespeaks an 
unsound mind, and if the prisoner in 
Richmond bo Marvin, his plea in ex- 
tenuation should be emotional.insanity, 
or hereditary propensity to matrimony. 
Tho accused, however, who has us 
many aliases as wives, says that he is 
not Marvin, but Morton, nnd that he 
can prove an alibi in each of the eleven 
cases alleged against him. 


The career of this remarkable man 


dispels one of the illusions of life. 
Ho 
has proved that there aro in the world 
many estimable women who are to be 
had for the asking. 
Marvin is no 


Adonis, yet he has managed to bag no 
less than eleven wives, every ono of 
whom, so far as known, is reputable, 
discreet, and, while not pretending to 
bo very affectionate, is well fitted to 
make homo happy. 
And yet, there are 


multitudes of faint-hearted youths go- 
ing through life alone because they are 
afraid of being^ refused by the woman 
upon whom the fond and speculative 
eye is fixed. 
Marvin has proved that 


it is as easy to be married as to borrow 
an umbrella; as easy as to take a cold 
in the head. There are women who 
hold themselves very choice. Bui there 
arc a plenty of others who are ready to 
accept the first oiler, "and no questions 
asked."— N. Y. Times. 


A liOiip Piece of Bed Tape. 


Eight thousand copies of tho revised 


rules for pilots on the lake and seaboard 
have boon traveling about the country 
ever since last April. Under Solicitor 
Uaynor's construction of tho law, the 
rules for government of pilots (two 
copies of which must bo posted in con- 
spicuous places in every steamer) must 
be signed by every member of the 
•Uonrtl of Supervising Inspectors. 
To 


sign only the original draft, and let 
that bo kept on file at tho Treasury, 
while copies furnished to steamers are 
attested by signatures lithographed or 
orintcd, would not bo a compliance 
with the law. But for this law, or the 
Solicitor's 
construction of 
it, the 


changes in tho pilot rules ordered last 
winter by tho Board of Supervising In- 
spectors would now be in force. 
The 


eight thousand copies nro packed in 
several largo boxes, and are forwarded 
by express from ono Supervising In- 
spector to another as soon as ho can 
writo his name on each copy, until the 
ten Supervising Inspectors havo signed. 
Then the boxes come back to tho Treas- 
ury fo be signed nnd distributed. To 
complete tho process described requires 
about three or four months, and costs 
the Government live hundred dollars. 
The revised rules referred to wore last 
ticard from at St. Paul, and had then 
been signed by tho Supervisors of six 
districts, and had four more, journeys to 
take before returning to Washington. 
To givo timo for red tape to have its 
full swing, tho Department fixed Octo- 
ber 15 for them to go into operation, 
which is almost nine months after tho 
Board of Supervising Inspectors decided 
that tho changes wore necessary for the 
safety and facility of commerce on tho 
lakes and seaboard. It is proposed to 
ask Congress to amend tho law so that 
the Treasury Department may be au- 
thorized to furnish copies of pilot rules 
whenever changes havo been made, 
with signatures printed or lithographed, 
and certified copies whenever needed 
in a suit by reason of violation of pilot 
regulations. —Exchange.

The Physical Constitution of Matter. 


Modern science declares that every 


substance consists of an aggregation of 
extremely small particles, which are 
called molecules. Thus, if we conceive 
a drop of water magnified to the size of 
the earth, each molecule being magni- 
fied to the same extent, it would exhibit 
a structure about as coarse-grained as 
shot; and these particles represent real 
masses of matter, which, however, aro 
incapable of further subdivision without 
decomposition. 
A lump of sugar, 


crushed to the finest powder, retains its 
qualities; dissolved in water, tho mass 
is divided into its molecules, which are 
still particles of sugar, though they aro 
far too small to bo seeu by tho highest 
powers of tho microscope. 
The phys- 


ical subdivision of every body is limited 
by tho dimensions of its molecules; but 
the chemist can carry tho process 
further. Ho "decomposes," or breaks 
up, these molecules into "atoms"; but 
the parts thus obtained have no longer 
tho qualities of tho original substance. 
Hence the molecule may bo considered 
as tho smallest particle of a substance 
in which its qualities inhere; and every 
molecule, though physically indivisible, 
can bo broken up chemically into 
atoms, which are themselves tho mole- 
cules of other and elementary bodies.— 
Popular Science Monthly.

In general they do not attack caravans, 
and never in daytime. At most a hun- 
gry lion may spring upon and carry off 
a straggler while passing through the 
brakes nnd Jungles. Hut it is other- 
wise at night. When lions scent the 
caravan from afar, particularly if it con- 
tains goats or beasts of burden, they 
approach and announce their vicinity 
by torrUic roars. Nevertheless, in a 
woU-inclosodeamp there is no danger; 
the lions never attempt to clear tho"ob- 
staelos, nnd marksmen from behind the 
palisades can pick them olT with nlmost 
unfailing aim. There is danger only 
when the camp is not completely in- 
closed, or when those inside go out to 
attack them."
